The Seeratary of State has accorded 
hia sanction. to a project: for the con- 
struction of tho Nira right bank canal | 
in the Sholapur district of the Bombay 
Presidency as a proicctive irrigation 
work. The total cost af the schome is 
estimated at Rs, 267,72,000. This greatly 

ceeds the—cost—of-ai potoctive—work— 
hitherto sanctioned, but the schome will 
provide water to o large additional aren . 
about 190,000 acres in a district which, 
above almost all others in India, stands" 
in need of protection from drought and 
famino. It was with reference to. this 
district that the Irrigation Commission 
expressed. the opinion that, if an irrigat- 
ed area would yield a net return to the 
state of Rs, 25 per acre, a eapital 
éxpenditure of Ra. 921 per acre might be 
contemplated on the construction: of an 
irrigation, work. From &he present 
scheme tho estimated rovenue works out 
at Rs. 4.39 por acro and the proposed 
capita! outlay is only Rs. 136.6 por acre. 
The proposed canal will | offtako. from 
the Nira river at the southern ond of 
the Vir weir, from the northern ond of 
which an. existing canal. takes off and - 
irrigates portions of the Poona district 
on the left bank of the river. . In connec- 
tion with this left bank canal o atorage 
reservoir, known os Lake Whiting, was. 

|constructed on the Yelwandi river, w . 
tributary of the Nira, Under the: pre- 
sent project the capacity of this reservoir 
will be increased from 5,300 ‘to 24,300 
million cubie fedt. The naw canal on tho 
right bank will haye a total length of 
109} miles ‘with o head capacity of 1,500- 
cu. secs, It will delivor water ta’ four 
branch canals and to sixty-throe distribu- 
tories. For miles of its length it will 
run through the Phaltan state in. which 
it will command 9. gross area, of "7,400 
acres, The capacity of the existing teit 
bank canal will be increased in order 
that it may utiliso a share of the addi- 
tional supply to be stored in. Lake Whit- 
ing. Tho two canals will command. on 
either bank a gross arca of $74,500 acres, 
or 1,366 square miles, of which it is pro- 
posed to irrigate annually 231,000 acres, 
including an area of 40,000 already 
irriguted by the existing canal. The net 
annual revonuc to be derived from dhe 
new work is estimated at Rs, 9,29,300, 
represonting o return of 3.6. por cent.
